"The slight damage to the 
pression was coined by John Stuart .Mill and has been used in this 
connection ever since. It means that the increase/ in value Avhich 
thus comes to the individual in whom the title to the land vests is 
iiot created by him, but by the community; and many claim that the 
community is entitled to a part, or all of this value, as it sees fit. 


It is from this "unearned increment" that the single taxcrs 


would ultimately derive all public revenues. They hold that so long 
as there is a dollar of this unearned increment in-existence the pub- 
lic has no right to tax a man's house or any of its contents, his live 
stock or machinery, his money or any thing produced by human 
labor.
